“Tt oncecost me just $1,000 besides 
the price of threo bottles of chain- 
pagno to learn thata Vermont farmer 
Was smarter than I was,” said the old 
fellow with a well fed air as he light 
od a fresh cigar. 

The speaker had been a brewer in 
his earlier days, but he had retired 
after ho had put by a comfortable 
stun, and at the age of 72 he wasstill 
pnjoying life, 

“One season,” he continued, “hops 
were scarce, and wll the brewers were 
keeping a sharp lookout for any good 
ones Which were put on the market. 
Our agents in Boston telegraphed to 
me that a man down in Vermont had 
100 bales of just the kind that I want 
ed, and I started immediately to buy 
them. 

“Now, if I do say it myself, [do not 
take a back seat from any one when 
it comes to judging the quality of 
hops. Well, I arrived at the place 
whore the owner of these hops lived, 
and | inspected what he had for gale. 
They were the best hops that I had 
seen that season. The price which 
he asked for them—60 cents a pound 
—was reasonable for hops of that 
quality. In fact, it was a little less 
than the market price. Not to let 
the old fellow see that I was too anx- 
ious to get them, J began to try and 
beat him down a little on the price. 

“The thought struck me that per- 
haps I might beat him «own more if 
I could induce him to go te town and 
get him a little ‘mellow’ over a bottle 
of champagne. The town was not 
far away, and I suggested that he go 
back with me, as my time was limit- 
ed, and if we struck a bargain on the 
way I would pay him thecash for 
tho hops befere leaving him. 

“He consented, and to town we 
went. Westopped at the hotel. I 
ordered a bottle of champagne and 
some good cigars. We drank the 
wino and smoked the cigars. I kept 
his glass full, and he did not seem at 
all bashful about taking all that I 
gave tohim. He began to warm up, 
and I thonght Iwas going to save 
the price of three or four cases of 
wine at least. I suggested that he 
ought to let me have those hops for 
about 55 cents a pound. Ideclare he 
raised the price instead of lowering 
it and said he thought they were 
worth 61 cents. 

“T laughed, but it was no go, and 
he insisted on 61 cents as the price, 

“1 ordered another bottle of wine. 
Again he drank all I gave to him, 
and I poured nearly all of it in his 
glass. When this bottle was finished, 
the price of hops had gone up to 62 
cents a pound. Things were getting 
interesting. The wine had flushed 
the face of the old fellow, but he 
would not come down a quarter of a 
cent, 

“In desperation I tried another bot- 
tle of wine and more cigars. The 
sparkling fluid went down his throat 
like water down a rathole. He be- 
came more and more talkative, and 
I gained courage once more. 

““*Well,’ I said, ‘we'd better close 
the bargain on your first offer of 60 
cents.’ 

“-Well, I think them hops are 
worth "bout 65 cents,’ he replied.

He was sharp enough to detect the 
fact that I wanted those hops and 
wanted them badly. He would not 
budge a bit, and I had to pay 65 cents 
for them. That additional 5 cents

Of the many attractions outside of the 
World's Fair in Chicayo, there are but few 
in which there is #0 much interest centered 
asthere isin the Libby Prison War Museum. 
In 1880 this celebrated prison was removed 
from Richmond to Chicago and converted 
into a War Museum. The project was 
undertaken by a syndicate of the “best 
known business men of the city whose 
enterprise was conceived ina commercial 
spirit, but has attained a national Teputa- 
tion.

Middlesex District Court regards the 
new enactment as the best ‘drunk’ 


law ever enacted by the State. He 
has discovered nothing in it fairly open 
to hostile criticism, although there are 
one or two minor provisions that might, 
he thinks, be improved. 

The new law contains only two 
radical changes from the old, aud these 
relate to the release of persons by the 
jailor, and the powers of the Court as 
to the disposition of the accused when 
brought up for trial. With 
Johnson's explanation of the meaning 
of these new features and their prob- 
able effect on the offenders against the 
laws, sustained by his experience under 
the new order (although brief as to 
time), our own conclusion is that the 
“drunk” Jaw was materially improved 
by the enactments of the recent Legis- 
lature. 

Furthermore Judge Johnson says 
that so far as he has been able to learn 
the changes are approved by the Dis- 
trict and Police Courts of the State, 
and instead of being condemned by the 
Judges of those courts at a meeting 
recently held in Boston, as claimed by 
the Herald, not a word of condemna- 
tion was heard there. 

Until it was favored with Judge 
Johnson’s clear explanations of the 
new law the JOURNAL was at sea as to 
what to think of its workings and 
effect ; but he hus studied its provisions 
carefully and had some experience 
under it, and his opinion that it will in 
judicious hands prove beneficial 
entitled to a good deal of weight in 
moulding public sentiment regarding it, 
as it has in clearing the mind of the 
JourNnAL of some doubts and fears 
which were inclined to find lodgement 
there.

The following is the Boston Journal's 
account of the fire and its probable 
origin: The large barn of the Bader, 
Adamson & Co. Glue Works at Mont- 
vale, Woburn, was totally destroyed by 
fire early Monday morning, with all 
its contents, consisting of 18 horses, 
one mule, all the harnesses, three light 
driving carriages, ove sleigh, about 
30 tons of loose and baled hay, a 
valuable cow belonging to Bartholomew 
Golden, Superintendent of the Works, 
stable tools, etc. ete., in all amount- 
ing to between $8000 and $9000. ‘The 
loss is covered by insurance, but the 
indirect loss by the stoppage of busi- 
ness on account of having no horses to 
do teaming with will amount to 
considerable. ‘The Works employ about 
85 men on an average but at present 
have about 60. The fire was probably 
of incendiary origin, Chief Engineer 
A. A. Ferrin of the Woburn Fire 
Department having no doubt that such 
is the fact, as he found a one gallon 
kerosene oil can pear the barn soon 
after he arrived at the scene. A_ full 
carload of baled hay was put into the 
barn within a few days, aud also about 
eight tons of hay taken from the com- 
pany’s meadow.

An Unsatisfactory Bicycle Ride, 


“Allis not gold that glistens.” Looking 
atthe swift-rolling bike as it flashes past 
our door, whether male or female mounted, 
weare aptto think itis fun. Driving it at 
a 3-minute gait looks easy enongh, and the 
riders say there is nothing hard about it. 


HIt is a popular method of locomotion and 


rapidly becoming more so. 

But like almost everything else cycling 
lias its outs and is not invariably a perfect 
delight. In various ways the bicycle is 
liable to disappoint the rider who pins his 
faith and expectations of getting there to 
its capabilities for speed and soundness of 
mechanism. 

To illustrates On Saturday a report was 
sent out that a great fire was raging at 
Montrose and just at that moment it 
said, ‘10 houses are on fire.” The enter- 
prising Associted Press Reporter of this 
city who ‘tcovers” a large territory here- 
abouts immediately mounted his bicycle 
and made rapid tracks for Montrose with- 
outany very clearly defined ideas as to 
where it was or how much of a town it 
might be. He did not know that Montrose 
is a simple little hamlet on the Western 
Division of the B. & M. Railroad, belonging 
to Wakefield, and that not more than half 
« dozen dwellings constitute the village. If 
10 houses were on fire Montrose must bea 
place of considerable importance argued 
the A. P. R. In due time he arrived at the 
point of destination considerably jaded and 
well covered with dust. His investigations 
of the fire were not satisfactory. The first 
disappointment he met with was when he 
learned that the telephone people, at one 
end of the line or other, had converted the 
word “then” into “ten,” and that the mes- 
sage should have read ‘hen houses on fire,” 
instead of ‘‘¢en houses on fire.” 

At this discovery, after a hard drive of 4 
miles, the A. P. R. was disgusted and he 
said if all the hen houses in Wakefield 
burned up he would not report it. His 
tarry at Montrose was brief, and all he 
hoped was that the other reporters wouldn't 
get hold of it. Hen houses, indeed! 

The A. P. R. mounted his bike and bolled 
leisurely and pleasantly along down through 
Melrose to Malden and enjoyed a bite and 
asup with his brother. Near nightfall he 
remounted, sailed gracefully over the hard 
smooth macadam between Malden Common 
and Medtord Square, and at the latter point 
refreshed his inner man with a copious 
draught from the town pump.

The big fire 
started in the same place. ‘There was 
considerable delay in calling the fire- 
men, the fire having broken out about 
9.80 o'clock, ‘The buildings are in- 
sured.

‘The estab- 
lishment is one of the most important 
manufacturing concerus in Woburn and 
why anyone should want to destroy it 
is past comprehension, The great 
illumination made by the fire was seen 
for 45 minutes before any alarm was 
rung in which delay was caused by the 
imperfect condition of the wires. The 
firemen did capital work as usual but 
the highly combustable character of the 
contents of the buildings burned ren- 
dered their efforts to save them un- 
availing. Great streams of vitriol, 
alum and other chemicals ran down 
over the grounds, and such was the 
condition of things that several of the 
early Sunday morning freight trains 
had to come by the way of the Woburn 
Loop.

At 11.45 a. m. last Wednesday a genuine 
cyclone struck this town and did a great 
deal of damage. Uncle Joshua Reed, who 
is over 90 years old and lives in the oldest 
house in this part of the country, told a 
JOURNAL reporter that it was the biggest 
blow since 1812. It came from the west, a 
little north, and travelled nearly east until 
itleftthe home of Abner Shedd when it 
changed its course to nearly south and went 
on towards the Reed ham works. It first 
struck the ancient residence of Mr. Joshua 
Reed and drove a big oak joist through the 
walle playing havoc with plastering, ete. 
Thence it passed on to George Bennett's 
whare it blew down and twisted off a num- 
ber of large ash, elm and pine trees and 
made things lively. Clirk Manning's was 
next visited where the barndoors were 
blown open, a load of hay run across the 
floor and a wagon-pole broken. Some 8 or 
10 appletrees were also uprooted and twisted 
off At Abner Sheed's a large number of 
trees were blown down and an ash 2 feet 
through was snapped off like a pipestem. 
It then turned « few points of the Compass 
and made for the home of Thomas I. Reed, 
It did its most effective work here. About 
50 appletrees, chestnuts and other trees 
were levelled to the ground, and one, 21 
inches in diameter, was broken square off 
near the roots. When it left this neighbor- 
hood it was headed towards Reading and 
probably did considerable damage all along 
its route. It was a terrific storm, and must 
have been a near relatives of the terrible 
cyclones of the West.

and Phrygia, strengthening the disciples, 
came in due timeto Ephesus. This Apollos 
of Alexandria, eloquent and mighty in 
Scripture, had meantime passed through 
Ephesus and had been greatly helped and 
enlightened by Aquila and Priscilla, How 
wonderfully the Lord provides teachers for 
those who are seeking to know Him! Con- 
sider the cases of Cornelius and the man of 
Ethiopia. 

“And finding certain disciples he said 
unto them, Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed? And they said 
unto him, We have not so much as heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost,”’ There 
are many like these today who have heard 
of the loveof God and of Jesvsasa Saviour

A “Strecessfol Experiment That

The boiling points of oxygen and 
nitrogen are respectively 875.8 and 
856 degrees I’. below the freezing 
point of water, and therefore these 
are the highest temperatures at 
which they can be seen as liquids 
Whe most remarkable liquefaction 
which has yet been accomplished, 
however, is that of air, The two 
frases of which it is almost entirely 
composed are oxygen and nitrogen, 
and since these have different boil- 
ing points it would naturally be sup- 
posed—as it was supposed —that they 
would liquefy separately, the oxy- 


gen, which has the higher boiling 
point, first and the nitrogen after 
ward, 


So indubitable did this reasoning 
appear that thougha few years ago a 
Amall quantity of liquid atmospheric 


continental scientists they were told 
that they must have been mistaken 
and that their supposed liquid air 
was not air at all.

Its perusal brought to mind 
another about **Squaw Pond.” Al- 
though no pond has existed there since 
the decay of the Middlesex canal our

It was something like | 
this: Away back in prehistoric times, 
aud just subsequent to the ‘Glacial 
Period,” a white man and an Indian | 
squaw came to this pond. It was near 
nightfall and they concluded to camp 
there until morning.

‘The man carried a} 
large box filled with gold coin of the | 
realm, He was anxious to secret it in 
some place that would never be 
found out. Why this anxiety history 
does not say. He found that the pond,

Charlestown Navy Yard. 


Now that rumors of changes and im- 
provements in the Navy Yard are so wide- 
spread, it behooves Bostonians who have 
never been inside its gates to choose a com- 
fortably cool afternoon for sight-seeing 
there. For, however much its importance 
may be increased by the proposed altera- 
tions, the old-world sleepiness and faint air 
of decay, the chiefest charm of the place, 
will be gone. 

The Yard and the receiving-ship are open 
for inspection on all days except Sundays 
and holidays from 9 until 5.30, but the best 
time for the visitor is afternoon, wien the 
sun touches and tinges gently with the 
respect due old age, not with the glaring 
impertinence of the earlier hours. 

The entrance is noton the route of the 
cars butat an angle from the main thorough- 
fare down a side street at the Boston end. 
There are soldiers lounging about the guard- 
house at the gate, still one may enter with- 
out fear of u challenge and betake himself 
whither he will. The lower part of the 
Yard with its granite buildings for officers and 
departments, its well-kept paths and neat 
barracks, has, unlike the rest of the place, 
the trim military look. Even the row of 
offivers’ houses, each with its little grass 
plot, and the cool green gardens in the 
rear of larger houses fronting on the street, 
have something uncivilian about them. 

On the second floor of a building near 
the gate is the Museum, a narrow, dimly- 
lighted room, whose walls are hung with 
pictures of dead and gone naval officers, 
old ships, and famous combats, and whose 
cabinets contain collections of shells and 
weapons, models of ships and old manu- 
scripts. 

Along. the street runs the ropewalk which 
is well worth seeing though most of the 
machines are idle. A placard at the door 
of this and several other buildings states 
that permission must be had before one may 
enter, but in many cases there is no one to 
obtain permission of so that this, as well as 
the rule forbidding conversation with the 
workmen, may be infringed with impunity. 
The main walk on the lower floor is little 
used and on the floor above where the hemp 
is combed, oiled, and spun into small rope 
or cord, only a few of the many machines 
are ut work. By far the most interesting 
part of the whole affairis where cord needed 
for special purposes is spun by hand. Al- 
though there is space for many workmen, 
two are sufficient at present and these, 
walking slowly backward in the long, quiet 
room, have alittle stoop and a queer motion 
of the hand as they pull the hemp from the 
bundle they wear at their waist and spin it 
outin front of them, that brings to mind 
Longfellow’s lines: 

“Human spiders spin and spin, 

Backward down their threads so thin 

Dropping, each & hempen bulk.” 

After leaving the huge machines thut turn 
out wire rope, one goes to the receiving- 
ship. Between it and the ropewalk, are 
buildings of wood or brick or stone, many 
empty, others containing old lumber or idle 
machinery, They have an uncanny look, 
great structures deserted of human 
but dark with giant shafts and 
wheels and platforms, and the visitor who 
has found an open door and walked in 
among them is glad to escape to the day 
outside. 

Besides the receiving-ship, there is a 
monitor, the Passaic, to be looked at though 
only from the shore. Lying in the urass 
near by, one appreciates the inaction of the 
place. The only noise is made by some 
children climbing up to peek in the win- 
dows of the unused repairing shops; the 
ships out in the channel are nearly all at 
anchor; the busy ferry-boats are seen rather 
than heard; the sentry whom regulation 
requires to face this way walks drowsily 
and his steps are muffled by the grass on 
the neglected paths; everything seems 
lulled to sleep by the low lap of the water 
on the stained green boards of the docks or 
the gray stone of the seawall. The con- 
trast of this quiet with the possibilities of 
busy tumultafforded by the many bulidings 
and innumerable machines makes it doubly 
Jelighttul and furnishes material for the 
most whimsical dreams if the afternoon of 
sight-seeing is ended by a nap in the still 
sunshine.—RamBien,

An Old Woburn Home, 


More than eight years ago, there appeared 
in the Woburn Journat, a series of articles 
upon “Old Woburn Homes.” Among these 


homes Was one deseribed as thatofa branch | 


of the Thompson family on Bim atreet in 
North Woburn. The house, as originally 
built, was crected in or very near 1780 by 
Samuel Thompson, the tather of Samuel, 
Keq., Daniel, the Revolutionary hero and 
martyr, and Abijah, long known familiarly 
as “Sheriff Abijah.” The father, in conse. 
quence of a fatal injury received in moving 
heavy timber, died in 1748. The oldest 
son, subsequently widely known as Samuel 
Keq., though only seventeen yoars of age, 
assumed the care of the numerous family 
and, with wonderful discretion and suee 
managed the affaira of the estate. In 1753, 
when 22 yeara old, he married and in June, 
1764, he raised the old fashioned roof which, 
in the rear of the house sloped as was the 
fashion of those days, down to one story, 
so as to have rear chambers corresponding 
in height to those in front. He also puta 
new roof over the whole. This old home 
hed originally a small wing on the south 
Jend, to which in later years an addition has 
been joined, and there has been added a 
small wing also on the north end. In this 
old house, now 168 years of age, have lived 
six generatioss of that family, the present 
owner and occupant, Jonathan Thompson, 
being of the filth and a great-great grand- 
son of the original occupant. 

In recent years, the street in front has 
been so often and at last 80 greatly elevated 
above its former grade, that the house has, 
in various respects, been seriously in- 
commoded. And it has seemed of late as 
if the familiar old landmark miust be aban- 
doned. 

To the surprise and delight, however, of 
the old settlers of North Woburn who still 
survive, this old home has been raised, the 
great central chimney included, four feet 
from its original foundations and now 
stands high and dry, from the threatening 
floods which have of late often rushed from 
the adjacent hill in a way seriously to annoy 
the occupants. The south wing accom- 
panied the main building in its upward 
stride and, except that the small north wing 
has left its old position and is attached to 
the main building in the rear, and a new 
pinzza adorns the front, the house is but 
little changed in appearance. For a few 
days after it was raised, it seemed, a short 
distance away, to rest on nothing and to be 
about to fly away with all it contained, the 
occupants included, But gradually it has 
assumed a less airy aspect. Its seeming 
wings are folded and it really looks as 
if it were to remain the same old home in 
the same old place, with much of its youth 
renewed and good for a hundred years 
more.

“You may call the average South 
or Central American of the higher 
classes ‘doctor’ with as much certain- 
ty of making the title fit as ‘colonel’ 
to a Kentuckian,” said Amos F, An- 
derson of Boston. 

“Americans have undoubtedly no- 
ticed that most of the prominent men 
who have visited here voluntarily or 
in exile have the prefix ‘Dr.’ before 
their names. Also, that many of the 
presidents of these republies are ap- 
parently physicians, for instance Dr, 
Nunez, president of Colombia. But 
they are not all physicians, Law- 
yers in these countries graduate with 
the degree that entitles this prefix, 
and if our own Chauncey Depew 
should visit there he would be con- 
sidered a lawyer. Many go through 
college just for this honor, having 
no intention to practice law or medi- | 
cine. 

“The standard of education is | 
higher than we suppose and the col- 
legiate courses much more rigorous. 
In theology the student spends four | 
years in college, medicine five years | 
and law seven years or double the | 
time required here to graduate. 
Again, while a physician may pass 
an examination to practice in a de- | 
partment or district in a republic, he 
must passa higher examination to | 
practice in the entire country. Prac 
titioners coming from this or other 
countries must also pass an examina- 
tion before being admnitted to prac 
tice, and interstate or foreign diplo- 
mas are not recognized as here.”

A Neanutifal Siamese Custom. 


A beautiful custom of the people of | 
Kiam is one by which they do honor | 
to their dead. At full moon in Octo 
ber and again in November, three 
evenings are devoted to setting 
lighted candles afloat on the border 
of the sea in the belief that they will 
be borne away to those who have 
passed out of this life. 

The humblest style in which the 
ceremony can be performed is yet 


pretty enough. The broad, strong 
leaf of a plantain is bent or folded | 
j}into the shape of a boat or raft. In 


| the middle of this simple structure a 


tiny taper is fixed upright. The | 
“katong” or raft, of which this is the | 
simplest form, is then kept ready in 
the house until the auspicious mo 
ment—predicted by the family pricst 
—has arrived. 

Then at this moment, when the | 
water is silvered over by the beams 
of the broad, rising moon, the taper | 
is lighted and the tiny raft is launched | 
upon the waves.

Mount Monadnock. 


Jarrrey, N. H., Aug. 2d, 1898. 

Epiror Wosurn Jounsat: 
the top of Mt. Monadnock 8,750 feet above 
the sea level, breathing an atmosphere free 
from the taint of civilization, and which 
would inspire even a sick man with enxergy, 
I write to you under the influence of the 
‘“twiney air,’ a few notes. 

This mountain is 82 miles from Boston, 
vin Fitchburg RR. Time to ‘Troy, the 
stopping station, 3 hours; stage to Monad- 
nock Mountain House, half way up the 
Mountain, miles through delightful 
scenery, one heur. Fare for round trip 
$4.40. 

We have in New England many moun- 
tains from which grand views may be 
obtained, but from none, on the whole, enn 
a finer sight be had than from Monadnock.

The new terminal station of the Boston 
and Maine railroad promises to be of con- 
siderable benefit to the towns within a dozen 
miles of Boston north. The bringing into 
thie union depot of all the passenger busi- 
meee of the three great northern roads, the 
Maine, Eastern and Fitchburg, without the 
difficulties and delays which have hereto- 
fore attended suburban travel, is likely to 
have a favorable effect on real estate in 
Wakefield and vicinity.

Lake George. 


The State of Maine abounds in charming 
aummer resorts. Not only does its long, 
sinuous coast afford innumerable retreats 
for rest and pleasure, but its river valleys, 
wooded tracts, hillsides, lakes, ponds and 
clear running streams, all overspread and 
permeated with an atmosphere as pure and 
bracing and health giving as any in New 
England, are the annual summer homee of 
many people who prefer the quiet and repose 
of real country life to the excitement, bustle 
and unrest of the fashionable watering place 
or hightoned mountain hotels. 

The number of such people increases 
year by year and the demand for places 
where they can find and enjoy quiet summer 
rest, or spend brief periods in rural 
pleasures, also increases as the seasons 
come and go. The large revenue which 
Maine derives from her summer visitors 
does notallcome from Mt. Desert, Old 
Orchard, York, Casco Bay, Pemmaquid, 
Sheepscott, Muscongus, Cobbosecontee, 
Quohog, Meganticook, or Cathance, on the 
coast, but up in the interior, and farther 
even towards the Canada line, summer 
saunterers find their way, attracted by the 
pastoral delights everywhere met with, the 
balmy breezes and invigorating sunshine, 
as well as by the warm hospitality, the 
piscatory treasures of lake and stream, the 
delicious wild fruits of pasture and hillside, 
and the delightful repose which pervades 
everything. 

Among the latest of these inland candi- 
dates for public favor is Lake George, a 
cosy little spot not yet heralded to any great 
extent in metropolitan papers, but never- 
theless a summer gathering place that is 
gradually becoming recognized as one of 
Maine’s most charming beautyspots. A 
sleepy country road leading from Skow- 
hegan to Canaan Village cuts Lake George 
into two unequal parts, the northern one of 
which ie the Lake properand the Mecca of 
tourists and rest-aveking denizens of centres 
of population, Unlike most inland sheets 
of water Lake George boasts of a broad 
beach of hard white sand, near the oater 
margin of which a spacious hostelry of 
modern design and finish has been erected 
and enjoys a patronage towards which 
more pretentious establishments might be 
excuged for indulging in envions mood. 
Here come for their summer outing, or for 
a briefer season of fishing and hunting, not 
only people from neighboring towns, but 
lovers of nature in the rough residing in 
more distant parts are to be found among 
the guests of the house or in tents scattered 
along the edge of the beautiful Lake or 
occupying rustic cottages nearly as numer- 
ous. 

Lake George lies placid and serene in the 
lap of an almost continuous range of lofty, 
rock-ribbed hills whose emerald sward 
slopes gently to the water's edge, on some 
of which and back of all woods of primeval 
growth put the finishing touches to a picture 
as lovely as any to be found in the Pine 
Tree State. Atits northern extremity the 
broad cultivated acres of the Fowler estate 
with their orchards and vines and shady 
clumps of oak and elm are kissed by the 
clear blue waters of the Lake, while the old 
homestead mirrored on its unruffled 
bosom. On the west the Clark domain 
rises more abruptly from the water's edge ; 
nenrer the horizon looms grandly Patten’s 
Hill; and the crest of ‘'Mer-sir’s” is seen 
in the other direction proudly casting down- 
ward glances at ita leas conspicuous neigh- 
bors.

These are fully erupted at about 2| 
or 24 years old, and at about 6 years | 
of age a wonderful process of ab- 
sorption sets in by which the roots 
of the temporary teeth are removed 
to make room for the advancing per 
manent ones. The crowns of the 
former having no support become | 
loose and fall away. 

One would naturally suppose that 
the advancing permanent tooth was 
a powerful factor in the absorption 
of its temporary predecessor, but we 
have many facts to prove that it has 
no influence whatever, Indeed the |

Count Rumford. 


Benjamin Thompson, the ‘benefactor of 
humanity,” was born March 26, 17538, in 
whatis now the town of Woburn, Mass., 
within twelve miles of the birthplace of 
Benjamin Franklin, the ‘patriotic states- 
man,” 

There are many points of similatity in 
the careers of these two men, as well as 
those of extreme contrast. In their devo- 
tion to science they were alike. It has been 
enid that ‘They soughtto do, and eminently 
succeeded in doing, what should prove 
effective of good to their common humanity 
ia the ordinary interests of existence, with- 
out distinction of class and without a view 
to any personal ends of thrift or glory.” 

Asa youth Benjamin Thompson was, like 
so many New Englanders of that century, 
dependent upon his own exertions. He was 
stimulated by the conditions of the time in 
which he lived, by the opportunities offered 
by the new country, to make the most of 
his abilities. As a youth he delighted in 
experiment and investigation and in the use 
of mechanical tools; he was also skilful 
with the pencil. 

In 1771 he began the study of medicine 
with De. Hay, of Woburn. Even then he 
was busy inventing an electrical machine. 
He had the experience of teaching a country 
school and boarding around. Unable to 
take the full course, he nevertheless at- 
tended several courses of lectures at Har- 
vard College. The record he has left of 
the manner in which he planned his daily 
work gives us the key to the methodical and 
scientific mind which was destined to ac- 
complish so much in a comparatively short 
life. ‘Tall, handsome, with good manners 
and polish, well read as # boy or man, he 
was one who never allowed an opportunity 
for advancement to escape him.” As a 
youth of nineteen he married a widow some 
fourteen years his senior, a woman of 
position and wealth, and receiving evident 
favor from the governor of New Hampshire, 
being appointed over the heads of older and 
experienced officers to an important military 
position, his career seemed secure; but this 
circumstance was the cause of much 
jealousy and evil report from his fellow- 
citizens of New Hampshire, and of his final 
banishment from the country on charge of 
being a Tory, a charge which he stoutly 
denied, but which his subsequent promotion 
to a high position in the government service 
in England, and even his acceptance of a 
military position which took him to America 
in command of British forces served to con- 
firm in the minds of his countrymen. 

In such times of excitement and party 
feeling it is difficult to draw just conclu- 
fions. ‘The affection with which Benjamin 
Thompson, toward the end of his career, 
always referred to this country, the various 
services which he rendered to it, go to show 
that he really was what he wished to be re-| 
garded, ‘A true servant of God anda friend 
of my country.” 

It is a misfortune that much of the preju- 
dice of that early time has followed him and 
his memory to the present date, so that his 
countrymen have almost forgotten his 
labors in behalf of all mankind, simply 
because he could not forget and forgive 
the personal insults to which he was un- 
doubtedly unjustly subjected. 

The explanation of his conduct is doubt- 
less sought in the fact that he was essentially 
a courtier, and being conscious of a talent 
above the ordinary, he could not forget 
personal wrongs and devote himself to the 
cause of his country with only tie appro- 
bation of his own conscience as a reward. 
It was notin him to sacrifice himself. In 
fact, we have no evidence that in his work 
he was actuated by any real love for his 
fellow-men as individuals. He seems to 
have beenatype of the scientific experi- 
menter, dealing in the general results of 
his work. In that, too, he was the type as 
he was the founder of modern philanthropy, 
which is not tender-hearted charity toward 
the individual, but which somewhat coldly 
seeks the greatest good of the greatest 
number, 

At the age of thirty-one he entered the 
service of the Elector of Bavaria, and for 
eleven years he found support and sympathy 
from the head of the government, and 
encountered no opposition to speak of from 
his coadjutors, In this period his genius 
flowered and fruited, as it were, and his 
greatest work was in the line of philan- 


thropic management and economical 
cookery. 
The manner in which he brought all 


known science to bear upon the problem of 
feeding the poor of Munich at the least cost 
is simply unparalelled in the history of 
mankind. It isa great pleasure to follow 
him during these eleven years, which stand 
out the brighter by contrast with those pre- 
ceding and those following. It was at this 
time that he received the tithe of Count, and 
chose the name of his New Hampshire 
home, Rumford, now the city of Concord, 
for lis title. The plain American citizen, 
Benjamin Thompson, is known to the world 
as the brilliant Count Rumford of Bavaria; 
but the Bavarians themselves known him 
as the ‘friend of mankind.” 

In the height of his prosperity he asked 

his friends in America, in 1793, if he could 
then return safely to his native land, We 
judge that the replies were not sufficiently 
favorable, for although he continually refers 
to the hope of coming home he never again 
set foot upon his native soil; and soon after, 
disappointments in his official position, as 
well as in hie domestic life, added to ill 
health, so affvcted him that his last years 
spent in France seem not to have been 
fruitful in entific work, 
Beside his work in Bavaria, he was really 
the founder of the Royal Institution in 
London, which was designed to bring 
knowledge within the reach of the people 
for their benefit. His wish in founding it 
wus for the speedy diffusion of all knowl- 
edge of all new and useful improvement in 
art and manufactures for the increase of 
domestic comfort and convenience, 

The work of Count Kumford with whieh 
we are concerned in the present article is 
that on the preparation of food, It may be 
summed up as follows: first, economy in 
the use of fuel, economy in the use of 


| preparation. 


certain materials and certain combinations 
of materials made palatable by proper 
For this purpose he designed 
suitable stoves or ranges for cooking with 
the best utilization of heat, ovens and 
roastera for the production of the best flavor 
as well, and finally that combination of 
material and method of preparation which 
should give the most wholesome and palat- 
able food forthe leastcost. ‘These prepara- 
tions are still known in Germany as the 
Rumford soups. 

Considering the chaotic ideas of the time 
on chemistry, it is remarkable that Count 
Rumford so clearly apprehended the funda- 
mental points. It was becanse he was an 
experimenter of rare ability. He spared 
no pains, omitted nd minute detail, and hls 
work stands, 

The two great successes of his life are 
closely interwoven: true charity and true 
nutrition. He had the wisest philanthropic 
spirit,—that which desires to benefit man 
kind whether rich or poor. He entered into 
the question of soup for the beggars of 
Munich as heartily as into the best method 
for introducing good coffee to the nobles of 
England. In both cases the principles 
which he so clearly laid down are still as 
soundasthen. And not the least marvellous 
trait of this marvellous man is, that he so 
accurately gauged human nature and so 
plainly stated its tendencies, that in this 
respect he was not disappointed when the 
results of his work did not cause greater 
improvement. 

In a life which held much of bitter regret 
and unfulfilled ambition, we may be glad 
that that which was of the widest and most 
permanent value gave him unalloyed 
pleasure and satisfaction. 

Count Rumford’s fame as a discoverer of 
the ‘science of nutrition,” as he himself 
named it, is destined to grow brighter as 
time goes on, and to be remembered after 
that work which at the time seemed to be 
more scientific has been forgotten. 


Nore.—The Life of Count Rumford, written by 
Rey. orge E. Ellis, and four volumes containing 
all his Essuys, have been published by the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Sciences, Boston, Muss. 
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An exchange says: 
scientific 


“In these days of 
research it is known that many 
diseases are propagated by infinitesimal 
germs.

82, “Then thosoldiers cut off the ropes of 
the boat and let her fall off,’ It looked 
like throwing away their only hope, but it 
was really their only safety.

our own ways and thoughts—in fact, all thal 
we have (Isa, Ixiv, 6; Titus tii, 5; Isa. lv, 7. 
and Luke xiv, 83), 

83. “And while the day was coming o1 
Paul besought then: all to take meat.’

Even 
concerning Daniel's friends who were cast 
into the seven times heated furnace it is 
written that there was not a hair of their 
heads singed (Dan. iii, 27), 

85. “And when he had thus spoken he 
took bread and gave thanks to God in the 
presence of them all, and when he had 
broken it he began to eat,’? Thus he glori 
fied God, whose he was and whom he served. 
Thus he magnified Christ in his body (Phil. 
i, 20). He testified before all that he knew 
God, that he trusted in God and that he 
had dealings with God. He gave thanks 
for deliveranca when it was not yet visible 
except to faith. 

36. Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat.” He not 
only exhorted them to be of good cheer, but 
being of good cheer himself he influenced 
others to do likewise (verses 22,25). Com- 
pare Acts xxiii, 11; Math. ix, 2,22, and John 
xvi, 83. If we steadfastly believe God, we 
will be filled with joy and peace (Rom. xv, 
18), and inasmuch as it is impossible for 
any of us to live only unto ourselves (Rom.

88, ‘And when they had eaten enough 
they lightened the ship and cast out the 
wheat into the sea.”” The angel had told 
Paul, and he had passed it on that the ship 
would be lost (verse 22). There was there- 
fore no object in attempting longer to pre- 
serve the cargo. The lifeis more than meat, 
and to lighten the ship would tend to their 
safety. If some Christians would unload 
some of their wealth for the good of others 
and for Jesus’ sake, it would be better for 
them, both for this world and for the world 
to come. 

89, “‘And when it was day they knew not 
the land.” How welcome the daylight 
would be and also the sight of the land, 
since they knew that all would somehow 
reach it in safety! The storm was still on, 
and on a lee shoreas they were there would 
seem to be more danger of their lives than 
ever, but the word of God had been given 
that no life would be lost. How happy and 
peaceful should those be whose anchor is 
within the vale, sure and steadfast (Heb.

40, “And when they had taken up the 
anchors they made toward thoeshore.”

The Most Ancient Ruins, | 

The oldest architectural ruins in 
the world are believed to be the rock | 
cut temples at Ipsambool on the left 
bank of the Nile in Nubia. The 
largest of these ancient temples con 
tains 14 apartments hewn 
solid stone, The largest single stone 
used in this work is one which forms 
a verandalike projection along one 
side of the main temple. It is 57 
feet long, 52 broad and 17 (one ac 
count says 19) feet thick. This co- 


lossal stone is supported by tworows | 


of massive square pillars, four in 
each row, and each 30 feet high. To 
each of these pillars is attached a co 
lossal figure of a human being, 
reaching from floor to roof. In 
front of the main temple are seated 


still other colossi, four in number, 
the two largest being each 65 feet 
high. 


The only hint we have as to the 
actual age of these architectural rel 
ics is from Smith, the British Egyp 
tologist, Who says, ‘‘The colossi at 
tached to the columns which sup 
port the large stone mentioned are 
each painted in gaudy colors, in a 
kind of stucco, apparently as bril 
lant now, after a lapse of over 4,000 
years, as when first laid on,”—St.

To tne Epiror or Journa: 

The managers of Republican politics io 
Massachusetts cannot afford to make a mis- 
take in the nomination of Governor. Itis 
well to be confident. It is not safe to 
assume that any Republic an candidate will 
have a ‘walle over.” Hard times won't 
change all Democrats into Republicans. 
Democats are hard to connect. Harrison 
carried the State by a plurality of 26,000; 
yet Russell was elected Governor. The 
party that could do that last year is a 
dangerous opponentthis year. It is folly to 
assume that “any Republican, no matter 
who,” can be elected. Hard times or good 
times, this is an ‘off year.” It is a good 
deal easier on election d y to get out the

The practical withdrawal of Lieutenant 
Governor Wolcott as a candidate for 
Governor makes it entirely inadvisable to 
nominate aresident of Boston for the higher 
office. If two men towering above all 
others in the Commonwealth happened to 
reside in the same Ward of Boston and 
were candidates for the highest two offices 
inthe State they ought to be: nominated. 
But euch is not the present case. Locality 
counts for something—it should so count. 
The nomination of John KE, Russell—or the 
tacit agreement of the Democrats to nomi- 
nate him—has also cleared up the situation, 
Knowing, beyond all question, the opposing 
candidate, we should pick out the best 
equipped man to meet that candidate. The 
more the situation is studied the more 
irresistable is the conclusion that ex-Con- 
gressman Greenhalge is thatman, It is not 
necessary to disparage either Mr. Pillsbury 
or Mr. Hart. The combination of Pills- 
bury and Wolcott and the combination ot 
Hart and Wolcott are equally out of the 
question. Mr, Wolcott is conceded a re- 
nomination to the second place.

Temperance in the Schools. 


The extinction of the alcoholic evil is an 
educational process. The temperance re- 
form is to be successfully wrought out 
among the children of the rising and of 
coming generations. Save the children; 
all else is of comparatively litthe conse- 
quence, Every thing depends on education 
—the training of the intellect and the heart. 

The knowledge of anatomy, physiology 
and hygiene; of the structure of the body, 
of the functions of its yarious parte, and of | 
the laws of health, has been simplified, put 
into intelligible forms of expression, and 
laid upon the desk of every child in the 
common schoola, 

The experience of a century of effort in 
combating the evils of alcohol has demon- 
strated that nothing can be depended upon 
for their removal but a general knowledge 
of their nature and extent among those not 
already victims of the appetite. There is 
in fact no hope of permanent success save 
in childhood educated, and therefore warned, 
that alcohol in all its forms, however beauti- 
ful and seductive, is simply a poison. 

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union have been a very important agency 
in sucuring such legislation as shall make 
the study and teaching of the laws of health 
with special reference to the effects of 
stimulants aod narcot upon the human 
body obligatory throughout the entire 
system of public education, ‘There are 
now more than forty States and ‘Territories 
where the law requiring temperance instruc 
tion in the public Yehools is more or lene 
enforced, May it not be well to ask, what 
is being done ia Woburn? 


From Rey. Hnogh Montgomery. 


By courtesy of Mr. Hubbard Copeland 
we are permitted to select for publication 
the following extracts from a letter from 
Rev. Hugh Montgomery to him dated at 
London, England, August 28, 1898; 

Wife and I reached Queenstown on July 
18. We spentn week in Ireland; visited 
the place where I was born and where the 
Montgomery family have lived for over 800 
years. Next went to the birthplace of my 
mother; preached in the Methodist church 
where ny family worshipped previous to 
our going to America. After visiting the 
native place of my wife's grandmother we 
took steamer from Derry to Glasgow where 
we remained as long as possible, and then 
came to London, 400 miles, in a little more 
than 8 hours. 

Since arriving here we have visited 
Smithfield where John Rogers was burned 
atthe stake in 1555; the grave of Richard 
Baxter; the spot where George Fox and 66 
other martyrs were buried; the grave of 
Bunyan; the home of Jolin Wesley, etc. 
While I sat in the pulpit once occupied by 
Jolin Wesley and thought of him and the 
wonderful work wrought through him, 
occurred to me the statement of G. J. 
Stephenson, the eminent Methodist his- 
torian, in 1881, which was that the Metho- 
dist population then was at least 25,000,000, 
If that was true 12 years ago the denomina- 
tion must number atthe present time not 
less than 40,000,000. What wonders God 
has wrought through that man—Jolhn Wes- 
ley! How little some of us will fee! when 
we meet him in the World of Glory! 1 
have spoken a part of 4 days in the house, 
chapel and graveyard of John Wesley and 
was invited and had the great privilege of 
preaching in Wesley Mourning Chapel. 

We have been to Westminster Abbey, the 
Tower of London, St. Paul’s Cathedral, the 
Monument, Spurgeon'’s Tabanacle, Dr. 
Barnido’s Home and Refuge for Destitute 
Children, and many other places of interest. 
* * * We will finish our mission here on 
Thursday when IL expect to repair to my 
cousin’s home in Liverpool and from there 
sail tor home vta Montreal. I intend to 
occupy my pulpit in Lowell on the 3d 
Sabbath in Sept. 

Now a word as to London. While there 
is a great deal of good being done here it 
seems to a strunger as though the devil had 
the right of way. Apparently every 4th 
house is a saloon, and they are all open on 
Sunday. Yesterday, Sunday, the various 
labor organizations paraded with 20 brass 
bands, and opposite where we board they 
passed a public house from whieh liquor 
was carried to them in every shape and 
form without concealment during the hour 
they were passing it. I learn that this isa 
common occurrence. Men, women and 
children are constantly to be seen at the 
bars drunk seven days in the week. 

Now as regards my work. The Assembly 
Hall seats 5,000 people and last night it was 
crowded. Ihave already preached 33 times 
and will preach three more this week; 180 
have come forward seeking God. I am 
told that this has been the largest Mission 
they have ever liad in August.—This 
Mission—the London Mission—has been 
kept open night and day for the last 25 
years,

The trade may be regarded as in its 
infancy as yet, but it gives promise 
of vigorous irerease and proves that 
the best of everything in the world 
gradually gravitates toward London.

Charcoal has always been regard- 
ed as an excellent disinfectant; but, 
as mutter of fact, soot is superior to 
it from containing some of the unox- 
idized hydrocarbons contained in 
the smoke from the fuel, and among 
these hydrocarbons is creosote, a 
germ killer of wonderful power.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

plants; the carbon naturally combines 


and is converted into carbonic acid | 
gas, which is readily absorbed by the 
roots and leaves of plants. It is more 
beneficial to potatoes than to turnips, 
and to grain than to grassesand clov 
er and other leguminous plants. Salt, 
when mixed with soot, enhances its 
good effects and also renders it useful 
in promoting the destruction of slugs.
